Prince Bismarck’s coming birthday, which 
will be the first of next month, was cele- 
brated at the Kaiserslantern today. 

Bismarck’s Departure from Berlin. 

The departure of Prince Bismarck for 
Friedricshruhe was the occasion of the great- 
est public demonstration in Berlin since 
the return of the victorious troops in 


187L. The only thing lacking was 
an official display of bunting. The 
sight of the crowd seemed fairly 


to take away Prince Bismarck’s breath and 
he appeared to be making a strong effort to 
repress his emotions. The interior of the 
railway saloon was heaped with flowers. On 
a cushion lay the Emperor’s tribute, a great 
wreath of violets encircling a laure! wreath. 
The Empress senta basket of elder-flower 
blossoms and magnificent roses. 

Several times a great cry arose “*Come 
back again?’ which scemed to pain the 
Prince. Then the “ Watch on the Khine’”’ 
was started and awakened the deepest emo- 


tion, while just before the departure of. 


the train ‘“Deutsenland, Deutschland 
Uber Alles” was sung. The officials 
tried to exciude the public from the station, 
whereupon hundreds rushed to buy tickets 


for Spandau. Soon all the tickets were sold,’ 


then a raid was made on the next station, 
the tare to which is a crown. The Prince 
was half pushedj half lifted from the plat- 
form. The police were utterly powerless to 
keep order. 
The City of Paris Had a Close Call. 

Al the passengsrs of the disabled City of 
Paris bave disembarked at Queenstown. By 
the time the steamer had reached there she 
had sunk twelve feet more by the stern. 
There can be little doubt she would have 
foundered with another day at sea, and it is 
now a certainty that a two hours’ heavy 
storm any duy since that momentuous Tues- 
day afternoon would have sent her to the 
bottom. Thursday Chief Officer Passon, 
with a crew of six men, left the ship if an 
open boat with the hope first of speaking

ing the land in time to send out help 
to the steamer. He did find the 
Adriatic Thursday aight and gave her Cap- 
tain the City of Paris’ bearings. I have al- 
ready telegraphed the cavalier fashion in 
which she passed the City of Paris,leaving tie 
safety ot a thousand souls and a 10,500-ton 
ship to the salvage of a little 2,000-ton freight 
steamer. But how brave the women were! 
They were drawn and haggard as they came 
off the ship at Queenstown today, but the ex- 
ample they gave the men on board is one to 
be remembered by every male passenger. 
There was one tearfully-smiling matron who 
came on deck Thursday night encompassed 
with a life-preserver, who found that she had 
carefully put en her vubbers also in 
pre tion for the plunge into the sca. 
You have been already informed how ex- 
traordinary was the escape of the firemen 
and engineers. Only two men were slightly 
scalded by the explosion. One Bedroom 
steward had an even more fearful experience. 
When the main deck state-rooms were flood- 
ed he was sent down to get out some luggage. 
While so engaged the surging waters sud- 
denly closed the door upon him, and a jurch 
of the ship filled the room with water almost 
to the ceiling. Caughtasaratina trap, he 
struggied till nearly drowned, when another 
larch fortunately thrust the door o,en again, 
and be swam his way out. Most of the pas- 
sengers took the afternoon train out of Queens- 
town today, but many of them wiil get much 
needed rest in tne ancient town tonight. Sat- 
urday afternoon, while off Fastnet, the pas- 
sengers adopted resolutions of thanks to 
Capt. Watkins and the officers and crew of 
the City'of Paris for the splendid manner in 
which they did their duty in a time of great 
anxiety and danger. it will be perhaps five 
or six months before the stanch steamer can 
be possibly again in commission. Divers are 
now at work upon her, but it cannot be 
known for some hours whether she can ever 
be saved from sinking in this harbor. The 
official report of Capt. Watkins is certainly a 
model of brevity for one of the most serious 
accidents on record. It reads: 

Tuesday, March 25, at 3:30 p. m., when 216 
miles west of Fastnet, the starboard engine 
broke down from ab unknown cause. The cylin- 
der went to pieces, injuring the bulkhead and 
breaking the injection and water pipe connec- 
tions and allowing a considerable quantity of 
water to run into both engine-rooms and adjacent 
sections. No one on board was injured. 

Other reports show that the accident 
was caused by the breakage of the low-press- 
ure cylinder of the port engine, the flying 
pieces of metal forcing the bulkhead and 
disabling the starboard engine. The 
water which flooded the engine com- 

ent was foreed through the in- 
jection tubes, which it is alleged the en- 
gineers during the excitement had neg- 
lected to shut. The starboard e.gine was 
shattered almost to pieces, the port engine- 
rooms were filled with upward of 2,000 tons 
of water, and the pert engine was entirely 
useless.

There is 
hardly so shameful aspectacle to be found 
as the management of the affairs-of our 
large cities. A man wonders how it can 
have been endured for so long. These gov- 
ernments have been well characterized as 
instatutions managed not for the interest 
of the citizens, but misgoverned for the 
profit of professional politicians. The offices 
are considered as so much plundér to be 
given out to  place-hunters at the 
instance of the influence of the saloon or the 
gaming-house. Itis not a question of busi- 
ness fitness but a question of rewards for po- 
litical services. * Police officials are secured 
their positions simply on the ground of their 
usefulness at the polls. The incumbents of 
city offices are too busy with politics to at- 
tend to their business, If any man wishes 
to see the Mayor he must fight his way 
through a crowd of place-hunters. 
FROM THE SLUMS. 

“Tf any one has the heart to persevere 
and take a look at the men who are 
elected to be the city’s legislators, 
to be the conservators of the peopie’s 
property and health, he cannot*but be im- 
pressed with the fact that the power which 
rules comes from the slums, This is not ex- 
ceptional. Itis typical, and herce itis that 
the government of the great cities of this 
country in the nineteenth century may be 
called the great American failure. Take the 
recently published investigations of the 
Kings County grand jury. The Sheriff of 
that county, which is the City of New York, 
perpetrated a fraud to obtain a divorce from 
his wife that he might marry the woman 
whom he preferred. He is a shameiess wretch 
by the undenied evidence of the case. No 
Digger scoundrel exists than he. So much 
for the personal character of this man elected 
to the place of Sheriff. What was his 
official career? The grand jury’s report 
shows that he made of his public office a 
sheer biackmailing concern, by which he ex- 
torted money from his prisoners 
and from the taxpayers. It is cer- 
tain that this has been going on 
for the last twenty years. Yet this is the 
115th year of the Republic, Thisis a repre- 
sentative man in a representative office in a 
representative city. To be aure, it is 
municipal govern- 
ment, yet the same principle applies, 
for Kings County is New York City. It is 
not the exception. Abuses like this do not 
grow as excrescence on a perfectly healthy 
and sound body politic. It is not the only

CHICAGO IN THE LIST. 

“Chicago 1s not free from the curse, as can 
be verified by the records of Joliet in the 
matter of certain ex-County Commissioners 
who ovetrayed the people, and a recent 
criminal triai showed how Clan-na-Gael in- 
fluence could corrupt policeman, bailiff, and 
even the juror. The trailof the serpent is 
over them all. 

“In a current magazine. is an instructive 
article on the Municipal Government of Glas- 
gow. It is a shame that a country like 
this, so prolific in improvements, cannot 
boast of any city government conducted on 
business methods. We have nothing here to 
compare with Glasgow. Here the care of 
public concerns is all in the hands of a few 
party ‘bosses,’ who only act for party inter- 
est or for ‘boodle.’ There are two gutter 
words as epigrammaticaily descriptive of this 
age as the words ‘Pharisees’ and ‘pub- 
lican’ are of the time of Christ. Those 
words are ‘boss’ and ‘ boodie.’ They are 
not slang terms to die and be forgotten in a 
few years. They are the undying accusa- 
tion, the infamous epitome, the verbal me- 
morial of the great American failure—mu- 
nicipal government. The only hope is that 
after men have heard the story of the dis- 
grace of local politics a sufficient number of 
times they may finally set about to try to re- 
form it. Prefatory to that effort the causes 
for this corrupt condition must be sought 
out. Intelligent men fail to do their 
political duty. lt is the same 
in New York and in Chicago. We have the 
activity of the baser and the sloth of the 
better classes. If the good people were so 
minded they vould rule and subjugate the 
corrupt elements, but as it is they are not to 
be considered. A prominent politician said 
recenily that the good people might go to— 
a certain theological place of ill repute. The 
good people had no influence. 

MAY MEET A CYCLONS. 

“ That politician need not be so bold. His 

words might create a whirlwind of inaig- 
nation and he be glad to drag his wvleeding 
body out from under the ruins. There 
have been such cyclones of popular wrath, 
but we need the steady tradewinds 
of a healthy public sentiment. It may be 
nothing short of the regeneration of 
human nature, but since the complaint is 
that business-men haven’t the time to devote 
to politics it is evident that politics must be 
reduced to the lowest terms. One man 
should bear the undivided responsibility and 
he should be reached directly by the peo- 
ple’s vote. The poor man aiso shouid be 
taught that bad government makes it harder 
to get a living ang increases the burden of 
taxes which he, as the last consumer, must 
pay. 
* Party lines of National affairs are kept 
up in municipal politics. This is abnormal 
and un-American and could not obtain were 
it not that the good people who sh ould be join- 
mg hands for the procuring of good local 
governments are so under the control uf 
party spirit that they are fighting one an- 
other all the time. The managing of the 
city on party lines is as stupid as if Mr. Ar- 
mour should ugh vee packing-house on Con- 
gregational prin

Srracusez, N. Y., March 30.—[Special, |—At

WRECK ON THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL, 


Collision Between Freight and Passenger 
Trains at Jackson, Miss. 
Jackson, Miss., March 30.—[Special.}]—An 
extra freight train and southbound passenger 
Central collided a few 
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art, a Rembrandt which was valued in New 
York at about $60,000. Mr. Hanford does 
not wish to tell what he paid to keep 
the picture in Chicago.

The title of the picture is ““The Account- 
ant.” Itis described in Smith’s catalogue 
in these words: 

A gentleman about 32 years of age represented 
in @ three-quarters view, with dark, bushy beard 
and mustache. He has ona crimson cap and a 
red cloak, and is seated at a table on which is a 
large open book and a paper lying on it. Hold- 
ing a pen or pencil, his right hand rests on the 
table in front. The left 18 thrown into shadow 
and appears to be placed im the book. 

What particuiar scene or emotion it repre- 
sents is not deciared, But the picture is one 
of unusual vigor and warmth. It was 
painted by Rembrandt in 1658, and thus in- 
troduces a work at a oa of the artist’s 
life that has scarcely an¥ representation in 
America. 

HOW IT COME TO AMERICA. 

“The picture was brought to América by 
Mr. E. Fischoff, together with ‘The Horses 
of the Stadthander,’ by Paul Potter, and 
‘The Siesta,’ by Jan Steen,” said Mr. Han- 
ford. “I hud met Mr. Fischoff ip Austria 
and was quite well acquainted with him. He 
came to Chicago and was here for a while. 
I did not want to buy the picture until I saw 
that unless I did so it' would go away from 
Chicago. It came from the collection of Sir 
Joshua Reynolas. It is a picture of great 
importance to the student and of exquisite 
beauty to every lover of art.” 

The history of the picture has not yet been 
obtained, but Mr. Hanford intends to get it 
as soon as possible. There was some difii- 
culty in getting it admittea into the countFy. 
The Collector of the Port of New York - re- 
fused to admit it free-of duty. He slapped a 
duty of $9,0000n it. But the importer ap- 
pealed to the Treasury Department and As- 
sistant Treasurer Tichenor decided that it 
came under the* statute .admitting the old 
masters—that is, such as were painted before 
1700—free of duty in a collection. He siis- 
tained Mr. Fischoff’s claim that his four 
pictures constituted a collection. 

WHAT THE PICTURE IS LIKE 

Art critics in New York have given giow- 
ing descriptions of this new treasure that 
will in the future belong to Chicago. They 
speak of itas.a picture,of remarkable free- 
dom, power, and breadth. The coloring 1s 
striking and full of force even for Rem- 
brandt. The cap and cloak possess an unus- 
nai splendor of color: The general tone is 


one of great warmth, The flesirtint is de-: 


scribed as somewhat strange, almost coarse, 
whichis attributed to the age of the picture 
and probably the matenal of the 
pigment. The face of tne “‘Account- 
ant” shows prominent cheek bones, dark, 
somewhat receding eyes, wrinkled forehead, 
and a rather slight mustache, which is made 
quite effective by the ruddy flesh cdior 
against which 1t is placed. The impression 
of the picture as a whole is described asa 
perfect description of cnaracter. Even with 
the peculiar costume of the seventeenth 
century the picture 1s like the living pres- 
ence of the man. A peculiarly realistic feat- 
ure is the mouth. The lips are half opened, 
as if he were about to speak, producing a 


dramatic effect. The Hands are full 
of life. A profusion of dark brown 
hair falls in a° graceful mass 


upon his shoulders. Altogether the feeling 
of the beholder is said to be that of one in 
the presence of a living man in an attitude 
not expressive of passion or excitement, but, 
nevertheless, of such vitality and strength as 
to indicate the possessioniof desires and pas- 
sions like ourselves. 

The background is dark, but transparent, 
and admitting light in some places. The 
bright colors of the cloak and cap, the life- 
like flesh tint, the white cuffs, .and soft-col- 
ored shirt bosom give a certain vivacity that 
is only’*heightened by the darkness of the 


background. |

WAS IT MISS BACON WHOM HE SAW! 


A Switchman’s Encounter with a Young 
Woman on the Lake Shore. 

While the fate of Miss Mattie Bacon, who 
disappeared from her room on Michigan ave- 
nue last Friday night, bas not been absointe- 
ly determined, there seems no reason to 
doubt that she committed suicide by jumping 
into the lake.

Last night he 
described her as having something like a 
shawl over her head, that the- front of her 
dress seemed to giisten, and that she spoke 
to him in a theatrical manner. 

When Miss Bacon left her room she was 
attired ina black dress with white lace in 
front, and that is doubtless what MoCabe 
took for glistening ornaments. 

Her tracks, as followed, showed that she 
wore no rubbers, and Mrs. McCreary, with 
whom the girl boarded, said last night that 
Miss Bacon’s two pairs of rubbers were 
found in her trunk. She added that Miss 
Bacon had been suffering from. severe head- 
aches and was doubtiess temporarily insane.

The regular 
funeral ceremonies w be held Tuesday 
morning, when the space in the church will 
be reserved for the clergy, city officials, 
and the delegates of the various éocieties.

Cardinal Gib- 
bons, who is to officiate at the ceremonies, 
was expected from Baltimore tonignt but 
did not arrive. 

Ex-Sheriff George Paschen died today from 
the effects of a psralytic stroke which he 
suffered Friday. The deceased was 43 years 
ofage. He had been a resident of Milwau- 
kee since 1852, and was identified with vari- 
ous railroads up to 1875, when he was elected 
City Clerk. Since then he has continually 
held public. office, serving as Controller, 
Alderman, Sheriff, and De ay Register of 
Deeds. He was Sheriff during the labor 
riots in 1886; and personally led his force at 
Bayview and elsewhere. was serving as 
Deputy Register of Deeds when he had a 
severe attack of paralysis in March last. 
From the effects of this he was just recover- 
ing when he suffered a second attack ‘Friday.
